(Mac) hosted a cocktail- 
dinner meeting there. M 
convened the group to dis- 
cuss strategy for attracting 
and persuading superior 
minority scholars to come 
to OSU for their under- 
graduate degree. 

When Mac's invitation 
arrived, a brochure pub- 


lished by the Ohio State 


University Development 
Fund (the official agency 
for.the solicitation of funds 
for OSU) was enclosed. It 
contained information 
about the National Merit 
and National Achievement 
Programs and detailed the 
relationship between the 
two. It also provided 
printed evidence that OSU 
was on record as favoring 
minority recruitment. 

The group discussion 
was frank, and honest and 
a lot of ideas and argu- 
ments were verbalized and 
thoughtfully analyzed. 
Very early it was agreed 
that nowhere near the 
same amount of time, 
money and persuasive 
energies that are used to 
attract top. athletes are 
being employed to attract 
superior scholars. There 
was a general consensus 
that the same techniques 
should be adapted and 
OSU ‘athletes should be 
encouraged to help in the 
recruitment of superior 
scholars. 

Some members of the 
group admitted that per- 
haps they were not as 
active as they could be in 
promoting the university as 
a-place that excels in scho- 
larship. It was agreed that 
in the past the university 
did have some image prob- 
lems but there has been a 


vast improvement as far as 


the-recruitment of minori- 
ties are concerned. Dr. 
Frank W. Hale, Vice Pro- 
vost for Minority Affairs, 
was Credited with bringing 
about the change. 

Mary Glascor suggested 
that a concerted effort 
should be made to identify 
top scholars at the elemen- 
tary school level and 
greater emphasis should 
be directed toward 
acquainting school coun- 
selors with OSU's. aca- 
demic program offerings. 

Judge Lloyd Brown won- 
dered if prospective stu- 
dents might not be furned 
off by lack of job place- 
ments after earning a col- 
lege degree, and asked if 
more couldn't be done to 
prevent this from happen- 
ing. In addition he said that 
parents of prospective stu- 
dents often raised question

Black Bowlers Didn’t 
Always Roll In Lanes 
Around The Country 


By HIRAM L. TANNER 


One of the first bowling 
associations established 
by blacks was organized in 
Detroit in 1939 for the 
“express purpose of encot= 
ragng blacks to participate 
in and develop their skills in 
the game of ten pins. Atthe 
time of its birth, black 
bowlers and other non- 
Caucasians were not 
accepted in leagues, tour- 
naments or allowed to bow! 
in white establishments. 

Aithough most bowling 
alleys -in Columbus used 
black pinboys, they were 
not allowed in most cases 
to bowl on the tanes after 
‘all of the white customers 
one. 

ay 1950, the Ameri- 
can Bowling Congress 
lifted its ban against the 
participation of black 
bowlers and the same year, 
delegates to the Women's 
International Bowling Con- 

ress outlawed the Jin 

row rules in its constitut- 
ion. 

Now, black bowlers from 
all parts of the country will 
be coming to Columbus for 
the National Bowling Asso- 
ciation’s 38th Champion- 
ship Tournament Which 
will be held at Pikeston, 
Berwick and Northern 
Lights Lanes from May 16 
through May 27. 

One of the first attempts 
to open a bowling alley for 
blacks in Columbus was 
made by Levi Wooten in 
1932, during the, height of 
the depression. He 
installed six lanes on the 
first floor of the old build- 
ing which was formerly the 
Dunbar Theatre, located 
on Mt. Vernon Ave., near 
Champion Ave. 

It was not until 1946 
when three black men, Mri- 
Marion Richardson, Ken- 


neth Morris and Bailey 
Jackson bought the Ver- 
mount-Recreation Center 
on Mt. Vernon Ave. from a 
white owner and blacks 
again entered the bowling 
business.

In less than two years, 
bowling began to take 
shape for blacks at Ver- 
mount. One of the first 
leagues to be organized 
was__the Merchants. and 
Industrial in 1947 with the 
late John Bradley as presi- 
dent. The Spring Street 
YMCA league was also 
started during the season 
of 1947-48. 

At“tHe-May~ 1949 NBA 
convention in Toledo, Mor- 
ris, who was also executive 
secretary of the Spring 
Street YMCA in Columbus, 
reported, “The bowling 
year of 1948-49 has been 
one that we in Columbus 
can look back on with joy 
and tribulation With two 
well operated six-team 
leagues and one mixed 
league, our Senate can 
justly be proud of. its 
organization." 

he first city NBA han- 
dicap tournament was held 
in January 1948.

However, Angel said, the 
housing of “last resort” for 
low income residents con- 
tinues to be public 
housing. 

Discrimination through- 
out Ohio is also a serious 
problem, Angel said. He 
said statistics in his office 
-reveal. that refusing. availa- 
ble housing to blacks and 
other minorities has 
become subtle. Black sin- 
gle males are more discrimi- 
nated against _than— any 


_technical 


other group, he said, as 
realtors try to keep neigh- 
borhoods racially segreg- 
‘ated. . 

And that's why agencies 
like Housing Opportunity 
Center (HOC) -are neces-__ 
sary and important, Angel 
said, explaining that his 
office has no legal.mecha- 
nism to force realtors to 
cease and desist in dis- 
crimination cases. He said 
it's important for citizens to 
support HOC. 

“The activities they do 
and the services they per- 
form are important,” he 
emphasized. HOC can sue 
realtors on plaintiffs behalf 
in alleged - discrimination 
cases.

The 
recent figures released by Har- Z 
vard University indicates thatthe 
cost of educating a child with full 
tuition, room, board, books and 
other. necessaries is just under

one person in jail. 

Education, therefore, seems to 
be a bargain when one considers

Furthermore, that Ronis is a magt ineffi- 
cient manager. 
“Neither of which are true: If méasured 
against other transit systems, the Cleve- 
land system rates as one of the best in the 
nation. It has one of the best fare struc- 
tures of any system. 
Leonard Ronis as General Manager has 
‘kept the system modern and_has.worked* 
with the community in an effort to keep 
the system responsive to local needs. 
What then is all the fuss about? Why is it 
that there are constant stories about fir- 


Inflation, has found its way into 
Prison--un ; not.as a 
prisoner. (nothing seems to be 
able to arrest inflation), but infla- 
tion is there as a factor in the 
costs of jailing people today. 

During 1978, the figures 
released by the Senate Commit- 
tee on the Judiciary indicates that 
it costs $41,875.00 a year to keep 
one person in a federal prison. 
This is $805.28 a week, which is 
substantially more than the 
median income of a family where 
both husband and wife are 
working. 

It is tragic that tax dollars are 
required to support a system 
which does little, if anything, to 

rehabilitate the prisoners. 
* Nobody seems to be satisfied. 
The prisoners, obviously, are not 
happy with the system. The
